And whereas January. March, May, July, Augnft, Odtober, and 
December, have One and Thirty Days a-piece; it 1s ordered, that 
the fame Pſalms ſhall be read the laſt Day of the ſaid Months, 
which were read the Day before; fo that the Pſalter may begin 
again the firſt Day of the next Month enſuing. 


And whereas the cxix Pfalm is divided into 22 Portiqns, and is 
over long to be read at one time; it is fo ordered, that at one time
